I do not know to whoa the name appliea but 
I aa inclined to agree with ay friends in Bucharest aho had a good knowledge 
of Iron Guaird personalities there and idio stated that the name applied to 
Horla snot. I recall however that, during 1947, the Coaauniat press in Buch- 
arest would identify \TLntilla Horia as one person ane day and as another a 
few weeks later* 4y friends considered SIUA very intolllgent* 

^oria.SIUA was vice-president of the Iron Guard government 
under Antonesou until tte Bucharest riots in 1941 when that gOTenw»nt fell* 

He evidently fled the country shortly afterwards since he was not seen in Buch- 
arest after 1941* The Basis denied that he was in Germany although on k3 
August 1944 the Bucharest press announced that he had beeooe head of the Iron 
Guards there* According to the Cones^lst press in Bucharest after 1944, SIUA 
was organising siilitary units in Austria under US aponsorship*"** • 
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
